Dispatches have been received from Pal- 


ermo by tlie Sardinian -government, which 
fully confirm not only the victory obtained 
by Garibaldi at Calatfimi over the 4,000 
Neapolitans led by Lanza, but the more im- 
portant one, \vhich placed the heishts sur- 
rounding Palermo in the hands of the Sicil- 
ian patriots. 
The first of these victories is 


further confirmed in n letter addressed by 
Garibaldi himself to Rosalieo Ililo, Count 
of Gapace, from Calatafimi/ under date.of 
the Ifith : 
" Yesterday we fought, ancl woii. 
The 


enemy is Hying to\vards Palermo. 
The pop- 


ulations are in high spirits, and join my 
camp by thousands. 
To morrow I shall 


march or. Alcamo. Tell the Sicilians that 
the hour has come to put an end to their 
slavery, and that we shall do it soon. • Ev- 
ery arm is good for the brave—musket, 
scythe, hatchet, a nail at the top of a stick. 
Unite with me. Thwart the enemy's plans 
as much as possible. Light bonfires upon 
all the heights which snrronnd the Neapol- 
itan troops. 
During the night kill as many 


of the enemy's outpost sentries as you can. 
Intercept the communications. In a word, 
harass the enemy as much as yon are able. 
T hope to see you soon. 
Yours, 


GARIBALDI.'' 


A.s von see, this laconic letter contains 


all the necessary instructions for a war to 
the knifu, and war to the knife it will be.— 
To understand how, after the loss sustained 
by the Neapolitan troops at Calatafimi, the 
insurgents were able to push their army to 
the very gates of Palermo, it is necessary 
to bear in mind thai, the remains of Lanza's 
column were incessantly attacked by tliu 
bands of Baron Santa Anna and Marquis 
Ficratunv, from Monlelepre to the 1'ioppo. 
The defeat of tho Neapolitans was so thor- 
ough that only 1.5iiO out of 
-1,1)0!) could 


reach the capital, and even these entered ii, 
only by groups of ten or twenty at a time. 
The cavalry was almost annihilated, field 
pieces werealnindoncd, together with ammu- 
nition carts. The. routed column, as soon 
as it entered the barracks, declared it would 
never go lo meet Garibaldi again, and the 
dread under whiuh it was laboring soon 
spread among the garrison. 
AVorks of de- 


fence were erected all round the city, but 
the threatening altitude of the population 
will render them useless when Palermo is 
attacked by lh.e patriots. 
According to an 


official di.-ipatch received an hour ago, to- 
day is the day in which Garibaldi will attack 
the intrenched camp of the Neapolitan army,

It keeps the berries perfectly clean, and if 
put on thick enough it will keep down the 
weeds, keep the ground moist, 'and prevent 
the runners from catching. He haw Is the 
.straw out to the field in bundles, and takes 
a good straw cutter along, with two boys to 
carry it on in baskets. "The straw should 
be cut short—the shorter the better—and 
spread on top of the plant quite thick, and 
the rains and winds will work it down under 
the leaves, and the fruit stems will shoot 
above the straw. This mulching should be 
done just before the fruit stems shoots'

Tlie Two Homestead 


The two houses of Congress have had a 


second conferenc-e upon thi'ir disagreement 
upon the homestead l/iils, and could not 
ngree. This fact was reported to the house 
on the 1-llh, and without a division, the 
house adhered to their own bill. 


The defeat of the measure, for the pros- 


fii! session, mav now be considered as cer- 


- lain, and it is proper to enquire who is re- 


sponsible for it. There were two homestead 
bills; the first passed the house and went 
to the senate. In that body a different bill 
hacl been prepared by Mr. Johnson of Ten 
uessee, which was substituted for the house 
liill, and sent back to that body as an amend- 
ment. The house refused to agree to this, 
and have insisted upon their own bill. 


1. The house bill provides that all gov- 


ernment lands shall be withdrawn and con- 
secrated to homesteads for the people.— 
The senate bill continues to leave the pub- 
lip domain open to speculators. 


2. The house bill includes all persona 


over 21 years old, and all who have declar- 
ed their intention to become citizens. 
The 


senate bill confines the privilege to heads of 
families, cutting oft' young men under 21 
and old bachelors, and all foreigners who 
have not completed their naturalization. 


3. The house bill includes in its benefits 


nil pre-emptors now upon the public lands. 
The senate bill excludes them, but allows 
them two years to "uny their land at the gov- 
ernment price ; they cannot take the quar- 
ter section which thoy now occupy, but 
must abandon it or pay for it. 


-I. The house bill applies to all land snb- 


j( et to pre-euiption. The senate bill is con- 
fined to lands subject to private entry only, 
v. iiie'i ;ire only those remaining after a pub- 
lic land sale, and the speculators hiive had 
iheir grab. 


.'>. The house bill gives the land to the 


3-!tt!er for ten dollars for a quarter section. 
The senate bill requires forty dollars for a 
quarter section. 


C. The senate bill compels the president 


tn expose the land for sale in two years af- 
ter the survey. Tbe house bill does not, 
and the house has passed a separate bill 
preventing sales under ten years after the 
survey. 


7. The house bill provides that the alter- 


nate sections of the reserved railroad lauds, 
now held at S'-,30, shall be open to home- 
stead entry in quantities of eighty acres to 
one person. 


It can be seen from the above at a glance, 


which is the best bill, and which was in- 
tended to benefit the poor man. 
Under the 


iionse bill that great bane of the west, 
the accumulation of land in the hands of 
"peculators, is entirely prevented; the ben- 
r-lit of the law is applied to the largest pos- 
sible number of people and makes no odious 
distinctions: the poor settler who has for 
vears, amid discouragement and hard times, 
cultivated his quarter section, is allowed the 
privileges of the law ; the whole public do- 
main is open to the settler, and no prefer- 
ence is given to the wealthy speculator ;— 
nnd ample time is given him (ten years) to 
make the selection before the land is sold. 
Under the senate bill all this is directly the 
reverse, and so-stringent and illiberal are 
its provisions that it is believed that it was 
proposed for the express purpose of beiug

The following is the letter from Mr. Gree- 


ley to Senator Seward, which has been in 
controversy between the Tribune and Times. 


XKIV YORK, Saturday, XOY. 11,185-1. 


To Gov. SEWAHD :—The election, is over 


and its results sufficiently ascertained. It 
seems to me a fitting time to announce to 
you the dissolution of the political firm of 
Seward, Weed & Greeley, by the withdrawal 
of the junior partner; said withdrawal to 
take cifcct ou the morning after the first 
Tuesday in February next, and as it may 
seem a great presumption in me to assume 
that any such firm exists, especially since 
the public was advised more than a year 
ago by an editorial rescript in the Evening 
Journal, formally reading me out of the 
whig party, that I was esteemed no longer 
either useful or ornamental in the concern, 
you will, I am sure, indulge me in some 
reminiscences which seem to befit the occa- 
sion. 


I was a poor young printer, an editor of a 


literary journal, a very active and dilligent 
whig in a small way, but not seeking to be 
known out of my own ward committee, 
when, after the great political result of IS.1!?, 
I was one day called to the City Hotel, 
where two strangers introduced themselves as 
Thnrlow Weed and Levi Bendict of Albany. 
They told me that a cheap political paper 
of a peculiar stamp at Albany had been re- 
solved upon, and that I had been selected 
to edit it. The announcement might well he 
deemed flattery by one who had never even 
sought the notice of the great, and who was not 
known as a partixan writer, and I eagerly 
accepted their proposals. 
They asked me 


to fix iny salary for a year. 
I named $1,- 


000, which they agreed to, and I did the 
work required to the best of my ability. It 
was work that made no figure and created 
no sensation, but i loved it, and did it well. 
When it was done you were governor, dis- 
pensing offices worth from $:),000 to $20,- 
000 per year to friends nnd compatriots, 
and I returned to ray garret and my crust, 
and by despeiate labors, battle with pecuni- 
ary obligations heaped upon me by bad 
partners in business and the disastrous events 
of 1837. 
I believe that it did not then oc- 


cur to me that some one of these abundant 
places might have been offered to me with- 
out injustice. I now think it should have 
occurred to you. If it did occur to ine, 1 
was not the man to ask you for it. I think 
that should not have been necessary. I only 
remember that no friend at all inquired as 


packed the delegation and thought I could 
help him through.- So I was put on behind 
him. But this last spring, after the Nebras- 
ka question had created a new state of 
things at the north, one or two personal 
friends, of no political consideration, sug- 
gested my name as a candidate for govern- 
or, and I did not discourage them. 
Soon 


the persons who were mainly instrumental 
in nominating Clark, came about me and 
asked if I could secure the Kuow-ISTothing 
vote. 
I told them I neither could nor 


would touch it. 
On the contrary I loathed 


and repelled it. Thereupon they turned 
upon Clark. I said nothing—did nothing. 
A hundred people asked me who should be 
run for governor? 
I sometimes indicated 


Patterson. 
I never hinted at rny own name; 


but by and by Weed came down and called 
me to him to tell me why he could not sup- 
port me for governor. I had never asked 
nor counted on him for support. I am sure 
Weed did not want to humiliate me, but he 
did it. 


The upshotof his discourse very cautious- 


ly stated was this : If I were a candidate 
for governor, I would beat, not myself only, 
but you. Perhaps that was true, but as I 
had in no manner solicited his or your sup- 
port, I thought this might have been said 
to my friends rather than to me. I suspect 
it is.true that I could not have been elected 
governor as a whig ; but had he and you 
been favorable, there would have been a 
party in the state ere this that could and 
would have elected me to any place without

AM E.VOLISU LADY OF RANK AS TUB 


WIFE OF A BEDOUIN CHIEF.— "Hadji," the 
Syrian correspondent of the Boston Travel- 
ler, sends the following account, of the 
freaks of an English lady of rank and 
beauty, who has lately become the wife of a 
Bedouin chief. 


At the hotel of Mr. Rarey I found a most 


singular specimen of the English woman, 
who seems to emulate the character of the 
once powerful Lady Hester Stanhope — 
known as Lady Digby; she excites the 
mirth and ridicule of the natives, but as the 
wife of Rhiek Mignil—the Bedouin Chief 
of Damascus—she wields a powerful influ- 
ence among the Bedouins of the desert.— 
Possessed of an ample fortune, Lady Ellen- 
borough, once the tavorite of the court of 
St. James, after her fall and divorce, the 
wife of a Russian nobleman, and then of 
a Greek prince, she established herself in 
Damascus a few years ago. 
Here she pre- 


vailed tipon ° noted Bedouin Chief to put 
away his wives and live with her. 
They 


spent their winters in town and their sum- 
mers in the desert, where she visited the 
old wives of the Sheikh, taking with her 
many beautiful presents to appease their 
wrath and jealousy, 


She has frequently been in the desert hab- 


ited in the one loose robe of the children of 
the sandy waste, bare-footed and bare-head- 
ed. In Damascus she wears the long white 
sheet, which covers her figure, but lives in 
good English style, still retaining the luxu- 
ries_of civilized life, and a French maid.— 
Her" constant attendance upon Protestant 
worship, when in town, gives travellers fre- 
qnent opportunities of seeing her, and be- 
ing a majestic woman in appearance, and 
still retaining traces of wondrous beauty,she 
always excites attention and inquiry. I 
hear that she has lately had her marriage 
with the Shiekh legalized by the Cadi of 
Damascus, and recorded in the British con- 
sulate. 


Her lord and master possesses nothing in 


face or figure to attract a woman of culti- 
vated taste. 
Small in stature, darker than 


a mulatto, with small, piercing black eyes, 
and walking with the swaggering gait of 
the Bedouin, he disappoints every one who 
sees him ; for one would naturally expect 
to see something in the appearance of the 
man which would accent for this singular 
freak of an English lady of rank and for- 
tune, in choosing for herself a husband 
from among the rude SOEB of the desert.— 
But such expectations are far from being 
met at a sight of this most inferior speci- 
men of the Bedouin race. This interesting 
couple are now en route for Europe, where 
Lady Digby hopes to educate and civilize 
her spouse.
